LANSDOWNE SEEKS 
FOR LIGHT ON PEACE 


British Statesman Writes 
Another Letter in Regard 


Statement by Allies Urged. 


London, July %1—<Another* letter. 
upon peace prospects, written by the 
Marquis of Lansdowne, former min- 
lister without. portfolio in the British 
gabinet, was read at a conference of 
his supporters today. This latest ut- 
terance proposed no new policy; it con- 
sists largely of criticisms of the allies, 
for their failure’ to state their war 
aims more specifically and urges them 
to take advantage of any opportunity 
for a discussion of terms. 

The chief importance of Lord Lans- 
downe’s letter is that he is the only 
British statesman of first tank who is 
listed in his own country and abroad, 
whether correctly or otherwise, as a 
pacifist, and his words will be given 
the greatest publicity in the countries 
of big central powers, where it is in- 
sisted they represent a powerful por- 
tion of British thought. 

Publicity for All Peace Offers. 

Earl Beauchamp presided over the 
conference and Baron Buckmaster, for- 
mer lord chancellor, and a few: pacifist 
members of the lords and commons at- 
tended. A sympathetic letter from Ar- 
thur Henderson, the labor leader in the 
house of commons, was read. 

Lord Buckmaster said: “My com- 
plaint is that whenever a reasonable 
suggestion of peace is made on the part 
of Germany it is always rejected in this 
country on the ground that it is in- 
sincere. The people should insist that

New York, July 31—(By Associated

sons-Rheims front have noticeably de- 
creased their efforts to clear the sa- 
‘lient of Germans. 

If the pause in the offensive is at- 
tributable to weariness, the armies of 
the German crown prince also must be 
worn out by the pressure they have 
been under for the fortnight, for, not- 
withstanding the fact that huge rein- 
forcements were sent them in. their 
hour of dire peril, they have lacked 
the hardiness to endeavor to throw 
back their antagonists and recoup 
their losses.

and means committee which is framing 
the new $8,000,000,000 revenue bill. The 
tax applies directly to the owners. while 
the tax of 10 per cent on gross sales of 
| Satomobiles and 5 per cent on gross. 
sales of auto trucks, agreed to yester- 
day, applies to the manufacturers, pro- 
ducers and Iimporters of cars. The tax 
on use of cars is based on the original 
retail listed price of the cars, regard- 


less of the year of manufacture. 
Gasoline and Motoreyeles. 


The committee also agreed to a tax 
of 2 cents per galloh on the production 
of gasoline and a federal excise tax 
of $5 a year on the use of motorcycles. 
Members of the committee stated that 
while the manufacturers’ tax and the 
owners’ tax are differentiated it is gen- 
erally believed the owners ultimately 
will have to pay all the tax, the manu- 
facturers passing on the tax in in- 
creased prices. The automobile and 
motorcycle excise tax is expected to 
yield approximately $125,000,000 and 
the gasoline tax $45,000,000.

The Highway Bills 


And What They Mean. 


In order that there may be à clear un- 
derstanding of these pending measures— 

Senate bill 33 is the measure providing 
for the issuance of bonds by counties and 
municipalities for roadbuilding, bridge con- 
struetion, civic improvements, ete., upon the 
assent ef two-thirds ef the voters voting, 
instead of two-thirds of the registered 
voters. 


This is extremely important. It has al- 
ready passed the senate. Being a constitu- 
tional bill, it will require a\ two-thirds vote 
of the membership of the house to pass it. 


This ia an amendment..to the constitu- 
tional provision that made Atlanta lose at 
the polls her recent proposed bond issue, so 
vital to the health of Atlanta, when practi- 
cally every person who voted at all voted 
for the issue. 


The same archaic provision affetts the 
health and development and progress of 
every county and town in Georgia, and the 
passage of this senate amendment bill by 
the house is as imperative as any legislation 
before that body. 

The next, senate bill 40, is that providing 
for the grouping of counties for highway de- 
velopment. That is, the building of an inter- 
county highway may be agreed upon, federal 
aid may be approved, the shortcomings of 
one county may be met and adjusted by 
another link .in the same chain. 

This measure is a good one, and its 
passage will aid materially toward making 
available the federal aid fund to Georgia’s 
credit in the treasury of the United States. 
This bill passed the senate last year, and is 
today, on the table in the house. 

The next, senate bill 279, provides for 
amending the constitution whereby the state 
may levy taxes for highway purposes. That 
bill,

The Automobile Taxes. 


In addition to the above three measures 
which the committee undertgkes to steer 
through this house, the committee is also

Whai Will Georgia Do 


For Her Council of Defense? 

In Wedneaday’s Constitution I reviewed 
the report of the governor on the work of 
the Georgia Council of Defense and cited 
the wonderful constructive results that had 
ensued from the first few months’ admin- 
istration. Greater and far more potential 


results could have been accomplished had + 
the council been provided with funds to ac- 


complish things with. 

What is the financial status of “this State 
Council of Defense? 

The .last legislature appropriated the 
gum of $2,500 to carry on the work, 

It may de of interest to know something 
of the appropriations made. by other states 


to carry on the work of their State Councils 


of Defense. In twenty-three states appro- 
priations for the State Council of Defense 
have been made as follows: 


Michigan, $5,000,000; Massachusetta, $2,;- 
030,000; Pennsylvania, $2,000,000; Maine. 
Maryland, New Hampshire, New York, Min- 
nesota, $1,000,000; New Mexico, 7760, 000; 
Indiana, California, $100,000; Colorado, IIli- 
nois, Kentucky, Louisiana, $50,000; South 
Carolina, $40,000; Montana, Nebraska, Texas, 
Utah, $25,000; South Dakota, $20,000; Ore- 
gon, Virginia, $5,000. 


In addition, in Connecticut, Kansas, 
Rhode Island, Washington, Wisconsin and 
West Virginia, no exact limit ia set on the 
amount which the state council is permitted 
to expend. To take the case of Connecticut 
there the governor is authorized to secure 
funds from the board of control for the 
payment of the expenses of the State Coun- 
cil of Defense. In Kansas the council is 
financed by funds appropriated to various 
state institutions. In Rhode Island the leg- 
islature has placed a fund of $150,000 for 
defense purposes at the disposal of the gov- 
ernor, who uses it for the support of the 
State Counci] of Defense, In Washington 
the same »method ia pursued. In West Vir- 
ginia the proceeds of a state tax levy not 
to exceed 2 cents on $1 valuation of all 
real and personal property, and a special 
excise tax of K of 1 per cent on incomes 
from strictly business corporations goes to 
the State Council of Defense war fund to 
be used by the executive committee of the 
council, In Wisconsin an unlimited fund 
has been placed at the disposal of the coun- 
cil, but*requisition thereon can be made only 
at the rate of $10,000 at one time. W

BOR RECRUITING 
In Every State the Govern- 
ment, Beginning Today, 
Takes Charge of Common 


Labor for Furtherance of 
the War. 


New York, July 31.—The federal gov- 
ernment will tomorrow ‘take over in 
every state the recruiting of common 
labor for the furtherance of the war. 
Labor requirements for war industries 
have been apportioned to the various 
states on a basig of population, and 
as men are needed they will move 
forward to meet the demand, wherever 
this may be. The aim is to eliminate 
the wasteful turn over of labor, stabil- 
izing wages, increase the production 
of essentials, and give efficient sup- 
port to the man in the trenches, who 
needs form six to ten men to work * 
him in this country every day he is 
in France. 

Pian Is Outlined. 

Announcement of this plan was made 
at a luncheon given in New York to- 
day to Secretary of Labor Wilson by 
Grosvenor B. ‘Clarkson, secretary of 
the Council of National Defense, and to 
a gathering of newspaper publishers. 
Mr. Wilson in an address dwelt upon 
the problerhs facing the government 
in the matter of mobilizing labor, and 
steps taken to meet the situation. 
John B. Densmore, director general of 
the federal employment service, out- 
lined in detail the plans for prompt 
transfer of workers to the fields where 
they are most needed, and from the 
non-essential to the essential indus- 

Independént recruiting of common 
labor by plants employing over 100 
men will be diverted, effective August 
1, to the United States employment 
service, and there will be restrictions 
upon private advertising for labor. At 
the same time thé project will be con- 
duced with the least possible injury 
to labor as a whole. 

The country has been divided into 

each district in 
charge of a superintendent of the fed- 
eral employment service. The states 
within e district are in turn in 


charge of a state director, who has full 
cohtrol of the service within his state. 
Local Laber Board. 


In each community there has been 
formed a local community labor board, 
which has jurisdiction over recruiting 
and distributing labor in tts locality. 
These boards will, if necessary, ask em- 
ployers of non-war workers to give up 
labor to meet the needed requirements 
for war purposes. 

In order that each community may be 
fully protected, rulings have been is- 
sued that. no labor shall be transport- 
ed out of any community by the United 
States Employment Service without the 
approval of the state director, nor ghali 
any labor be ‘removed by 
from one state to another without the 
approval of the United en Employ- 
ment Service at Washington 

While the restrictions against the 
private employment of labor apply only 
to —— 2 labor now, these restric- 
tions will, soon as possible, be ex- 
tended to 2 skilled labor.

Dr. Park's Statement.

“lI was amazed to read the article by 
Judge Gober in today’s Constitution. He 
does me injustice and weakens his article 
by indulging in personal disparagement.

G. N. & I. college I did so without any 
personal reflection upon him, except to say 
that I did not feel from what I had heard 
that he had the proper friendly attitude to- 
| wards the administration of the college. 
Probably it is well that his article was 
written; it shows the very type of attitude 
‘ which has been hurtful to the G. N. & I. 
college — namely, a profession of friendship 
with but little real support. 

“He should remember the college has 
only received. one dormitory in ten years 


purposes in twenty years. The college is 
receiving only one-fourth as much per capita 
as is spent in another institution. 

“Judge Gober speaks of his long connec- 
tion and service as ex-officio member of the 


board of the Technological school. But, 
judge, it is startling how this Tech has been 
sidetracked in the last for years when 
the increases of the budget were made out 
for the various state colleges. 


Budget for 1916. 
In 1916 at the annual meeting of the 
university board the following budget was 


approved for recommendation to the legisla- 
ture for building purposes: 


“For State Normal school, Athehs, $100,- 
000; for university, Athens, $40,000; for 


South Georgia Normal, Valdosta, $50,000; 
for Georgia Tech, Atlanta, $3,000; for G. N. 
& I. college, Milledgeville, 0,000. 


5 “Also on June 20, 1918, at the annual 
meeting of the university board at Athens 


the following increases, among others, were 
approved on the budget: 

“For G. N. & I. college, $5,000: for Tech, 
$10,000; for university building, $50,000; for 
Agricultural college, building, $60,000: for 
maintenance Agricultural college, $20, 000; 
for Agricultural college, Smith-Lever, $20,- 
900; for university repairs, $5,000. 

“Where was the Tech, with its large at- 


tendance? The Tech was recommended 
for an increase of only $10,000. 


“At the recent dinner at the Tech some 
fine speeches were made about standing by 
the Tech; and yet dear old Atlanta, smart 
as she is in most things, has evidently been 
chloroformed with sweet compliments, 


“The university board first began to as- 


sume control of the ip spss for colleges 
in 1915. 


“For the past four years 1916, 4916, 1917, 
1918, the following increases on the budget 


were prepared for recommendation to the 
Georgia legislature, at the annual June ses- 
sions of the university board: 


For G. N. & I. College, $15,000; for Tech, 
853,000; for Athens institutions, $388,107.04. 


“This does not include the regular annual 
maintenance fund. 


“This does not include the following an- 


nual funds approximately to be directed 
from Athens: 


“United States Smith-Lever, $98,107.14; U 


8. funds, $60,000; U. S. special funds, $100,- 
000; from Georgia counties, $100,000. 


“The above figures represent the record 
since the university board assumed control 
over the budget in 1915. However much

Tech and G. N. I. 
“For lack of space I can not mention all 
the? colleges and all the statistics in this 
short article. I feel sure that many mem- 


bers of the large board themselves did not 
realize the marked discrepancies against the 
Tech and the G. N. & I. college. On the 
board are some of the most distinguished 
men in Georgia. But the board is so large 
and the problems so complex that few men 
have the time to be fully informed. I do 
not believe the Tech and the G. N. & I. col- 
lege have had their full rights since the 
budget system was begun four years ago, 
and surely the big men on the board will 
not object to an honest effort to state the 
figures as accurately as possible, and in de- 
fense of our position. 


“Judge Gober does me an injustice in tsy~- 
ing to hold me responsible for varied news- 
| paper criticisms from a number of sources 


concerning the University of Georgia trus- 
tees, when on so many occasions I have re- 
mained quiet, hoping to avoid antagonism. 
In my recent personal statements to the 
board of directors of the Georgia Normal 
and Industrial college I made no criticism 
against the university board. Some of the 
most distinguished men of Georgia are on 
the board of the university, but the board 
is so large that I do not believe all of its 
members are fully familiar with the un- 
derlying facts of the situation. Many of 
my friends are in Athens and many are 
among the university graduates throughout 
ithe state. They are not sensitive in the 
least over a discussion of broad questions 
or public policy toward education. They 
wish for the success of the university, but

and our dead ng statesfen constant- 
ly bid us congratulate ourselves, be- 
cause although our enemies have re- 
fused to define their terms, we are 
supposed to have defined ours in un- 
mistakable language. Has it been 
really, unmistakable? No one will 
suggest that a diseussion is impossible 
untit each side has obtained the as- 
sent of the other in-an exhaustive 
catalogue of its requirements. But here 
are evidently certain cardinal points 
which neither side will treat as open 
to question. It is really the case that 
we have done all that can be expected 
of us in the way of a definition of 
such points?” 


Difficulties Are Serio 


Lord Lansdowne admits the difficul- 
—— of formulating such a list are se- 
rious. 

“Diverse and possibly conflicting in- 
terests have to be reconciled,” he con- 
tinues. “We must make sure that we 
are in line not only with our allies, but 
with our dominions overseas. We have 
to face problems, political, racial and 
geographical, of surpassing intricacy. 

“There is 4 temptation to use vague 
language and broad generalities, and 
slide over awkward questions. Runt 
what has been the use of our inter- 
allied conferences ana the meetings of 
the imperial cabinet if there has been 
no co-ordination of our aims.” 

Some of the earlier versions of the 
allied aims are obsolete, according to 
the letter. The governing document for 
a long time was the allies’ note of 
January 10, 1917, but Russia had since 
fallen out. 

“The secret treaties, the disclosure of 
which so seriously exercised the public 
mind in this country.“ he continues, 
“may, I assume, be regarded as liable 
* revision in many important particu- 
ars.’ 

Lord Landsdowne refers to the pre- 
mier’s speech of January bth as being 
regarded as the most authoritative re- 
cital of the allies’ war aims. 

“Though lengthy and elaborate” he 
says “it is at some points, perhaps 
inevitably, wanting in precision. The 
people are asking whether it still holds 
the field, whether all the demands com- 
prised in it are in the same plane and 
whether no conversation can be com- 
menced until the central powers have 
signified their acceptance of the whole 
of them.” 


Wilson’s July 4 Address. 


Declaring that there had been other 
striking statements, he writes: 

he most remarkable of these is 
President Wilson’s Fourth of July 
Speech—remarkable both for what it 
contains and what it omits. It derived 
additional importance from the fact 
that our own prime minister immedi- 
ately and wholeheartedly adopted it. 
“It is a picture drawn by a great 
master of the golden age to which we 
are bidden to look forward. It does 
not seem, however, to provide those 
who are in search of a basis for pre- 
liminary negotiations with the kind of 
ground work after which they are 
striving. 

“If Germany should intimate her 
readiness to conform to President Wil- 
son’s standards a long advance would 
have been made in the right direction, 
The speech, is however, not an outline 
of peace terms, but a very nobly word- 
ed description of the things for which 
the associated people of the world are 
fighting.” 

Even if Germany were ready to com- 
bine in the setting up of a tribunal 
for peace and justice, and it could be 
assumed that her power for disturbing 
the peace wotild be reduced to impo- 
tence, he cagntiues: We should still 
find ourselves at the beginning and not 
at the end of an _extremely complicated 
negotiations; we would still be with- 
out reasonable adjustment of the main 
territorial difficulties necessary, ac- 
cording to Mr. Balfour, for interna- 
tional stability.

24 quoted the socialist newspaper Vor- 
waerts, of Berlin, as stating that Ger- 
many had made suggestions for a 
peace conference to the Spanish gov- 
ernment. The suggestions, which The 
Vorwaerts considered a reasonable 
peace program, represented. that Ger- 
many desired no annexations or indem- 
nities in France zud Belgium, asked 
that the principle of self-determina- 
tion of peoples and the Balkan ques- 
tion be settled at the conference table, 
wanted freedom of the seas and de- 
sired that the settlement of the ques- 
tion of colonies be based on the status 
quo ante bellum.
